The first BOO turtles were placed on 
the farm in 1920, They were a spec*'

a reptile despised by fishermen. They 
were taken from the streams and 
lakes of north Iowa. 
Placed i n the 
farm, they have been greatly improv­ 
ed by crossing 
with 
a species of 
chicken tortoise 
somewhat resemb­ 
ling the leatherback. 
The resulting 
strain i 
a grotesque 
creature

des and mutatnat a reptiles of South 
America.
